Beginning ten days ago—about the time |. 


State's Attorney Hoyne made raids on the 
Eighteenth ward tn his investigation of 
alleged fraudulent registration—Maj. 
Funkhouser, second deputy superintend- 
ent of police, began to watch the patrons 
of Grogan’s saloon and to check up the 
place on its observance of the closing law. 

Details of the reports submitted to Maj. 


Funkhouser were turned over to Mayor 


Harrison yesterday, and he at once sent 
word to Grogan to appear in the mayer’s 
oluce tomorrow morning to explain why 
his license shoulé not be revoked. 


Mayer and Barney Once Friends. 

The mayor said he would have revoked 
the license as soon ashe received the re- 
port if a recommendation to that effect 
had been made by Chief of Police Glea- 
son. 

If Grogan's license is revoked it will 
mark another development in the rela- 
tions between the mayor and Grogan, 
which, starting a few years ago in a close 
political friendship, have now become a 
bitter personal and political enmity. Gro- 
gan is fighting the mayor, and has pre- 
dicted he will lose the Eighteenth ward 
next Tuesday by 4,000 plurality. 

The mayor said that, judging from the 
report of the investigators, the saloon 
was evidently a “‘ tough hangout,” and a 
resort for gunmen, thieves, and safeblow- 
ers.

I 
sprung myself to White and told him I 
could hustle around election time and 
would repeat for him as long as I was 
protected. He said that this is the only 
spot in Chicago where you can get the 
goods if you are right. ‘We can stand 
for you,’ he said, — 

“Feb. 15—Twenty-five or thirty 
men in barroom and back room, The men 
in the back room were looking over lists 
of names and checking off from them into 
small books. About twenty strange men 
in there who had not been In the place 
before, and from the talk going on those 
fellows are colonizers or floaters. One of 
these mobs comes from Gary, Ind., and 
another from Milwaukee. 


Pickpockets as Repeaters. 

“Feb. 16—At 2:30 a. m. there were 
fifty repeaters in the saloon and back 
room of Grogan’s. Four of them! recog- 
nized as New York pickpockets. 

“Feb. 17—The gangs that were in 
Grogan’s are scattered through the ward 
in saloons and poolrooms.”’ . 

When told of the report Barney Gro- 
gan said that he had expected ‘* some~- 
thing of that nature.” 

“Tt is an absolute falsehood from top 
to bottom,” he said. ‘“‘ Clarence White 
has not stuck his nose In the door once in 
two months.”

Question Much Discussed. 

It may be objected by some of those 
who read thie that I am assuming that the 
United States le at present unprepared 
against war. There is much discussion of 
that question going on in the country just 
now, and I observe, even in the current 
debates in congress a tendency on the 
part of certain statesmen to insist that no 
further preparation for military emer- 
eencies is necessary. : 
I dare assert, however, that the state- 
ment “our present unpreparedness 
against war” is not.an assumption, but 
a plain setting forth of lamentable fact. 
Furthermore, before this series of articles 
is concluded I propose to prove the exact- 
ness of that statement beyond peradvem 
ture. , 
Indeed, I shall go farther and shall show 
that not only is the United States unpre- 
pared against war at present but that this 
state of unpreparedness is habitual. We 
are always unprepared, either for or 
against war. We always have been un- 
prepared, even when we had been grad- 
ually working ourselves up through a- 
long period of years to resort to what 
a distinguished member of congress terms 
“the arbitrament of battle” for the re- 
dress of grievances or the settlement of

Merely Talked of War. 

So it was In the early years of the nine- 
teenth century. Injustice was piled upon 
injustice by both the French and the 
British, but the Americans merely talked 
about going to war and only a compara- 
tively small number of them went that 
. far. Their most vigorous effort was a 

modification of the old Chinese method 

of getting even with an enemy by com- 
mitting suicide on his doorstep. 

What part of our international trade 
the British orders in council and the Ber- 
iin and Milan decrees of Napoleon left to 
us we proceeded io destroy by embargo 
and nonintercourse acte. 

It was only after years of outrage, hard- 


 ghip, misery, and distress that under the 


brilliant leadership of Henry Clay the 
war measures were driven through a di- 
vided and reluctant house of representa- 
_ tives. Even then the opposition grew so 
rapidly as to cripple or defeat the last of 


the series. 


Skirmish with France Ends. 


The nineteenth century opened under 
circumstances of promise for Americans. 
We had come to the end of our running 
naval skirmish with France, that little 
de facto but not de jure war which was 
confined to a few encounters at sea. 

Our navy followed its successes in that 
curious war that was not a war by its 
brilliant achievements against the Bar- 
bary pirates, and in these two experi- 
ences, neither of sufficient importance to 


! gain more than passing notice from the 


general historian, laid the foundation of 
‘that training which was put to such con- 
epicuous service in the contest with Great 
Britain. 

Europe was then in a condition proto- 
typical of that which is convulsing it 
today. That imperial impersonation of 
force and murder known as Napoleon the 
Great was climbing through blood and 
strife to the pinnacle from which he fell 
forever at Waterloo, and embroiling at 
times some and at times all of the na- 
tions about him. In their desperate ef- 
forts to destroy one another they struck 
savage blows at pretty much all the sea 
borne commerce of the world. 

“ The merchant flag of every belligerent 

‘gave England,” says the historian Mc- 
Master, “disappeared from the sea. 
France and Holland absolutely ceased to 
_trade under their flags.’”’ 

That was the heyday of the American 
merchant marine. In the course of a 
few months the carrying trade of Europe 

‘came very largely into the hands of 


' American shippers. Our merchant fleets 


carried the stars and stripes into every 
port of the world and traneported the 
- produce of the farthest lands to the mar- 
. kets of Europe. 


Strike at United States. 


* Then both France and England struck 


atus. Each saw the colonial possessions 
°of the enemy prospering through the 
development of the trade carried in neu- 
tral American bottoms, and first one, 
then the other, and then both aim-d 
measures at our supremacy on the seas. 
They proclaimed paper blockades “f 
each other's ports and ordered that neu- 
tral vessels should not trade directly be- 


. tween colonies and the mother country. 


The American shippers promptly found 

@ way to get around that restriction by 
-breaking the voyage at an American 
port, unloading the cargo and paying the 
United States duty, then reshipping it and 
making a new voyage from the neutral 

port to the destination «f the goods. 

Thereupon Great Britain and then 
France adopted more stringent measures, 
and in effect denied the protection of the 


afi 


neutral flag to the goods. In its final bear- 


ing this meant that the only goods.that 
could come into the United States were 
those intended for consumption, and the 


only goods that could go out were the 


products ‘of domestic manufacture or 
growth. . 

Great Britain enforced its orders by 
means of its naval vessels, which 
stopped, searched, and seized American 
ships, wherever found, and dragged them 
before prize courts, where vessel and 
cargo were promptly confiscated. 

Napoleon, having lost much of hia 
navy, resorted to other, but not less ef- 


- fective procedure, and seized American 


vessels whenever they touched at any port 
din his control. 
American Sailors Seized. 


To its interference with our commerce 
Great Britain added the indignity of seiz- 


. ing. American sailors and impressing 


i 


them into its naval service. In theory it 
acted on the principle that the men so 
impressed were British citizens. 

It denied the right of expatriation and 
held that no Englishman could become a 
citizen of the United States. 

Impressment did not stop with Eaglish- 
men or those who had been naturalized 
as Americans. Under this pretense Great 
Britain took from the decks of Amer- 
ican merchantmen and even from a 
United States man of war men whose 
American citizenship was theirs by right 
of birth and not by naturalization. 

The tale of outrage is long and shame- 


ful. Yet there are Americans today who 
’ believe, and there is at least one con- 
' gresaman who has the effrontery to de- 
‘ clare, that when, after nearly a decade 


of supine submission we were finally 


- driven to resistance by force we were 
the aggressors. 


Shameful as is the story of the outrages 
heaped upon the nation by the cynical 


’ British and the contemptuous master of 
. France, it is hardly more shameful than 


the record of spineless pusillanimity 


| - made by the American government under 


- overwhelming provocation. 


While they were debasing themselves 


_ ‘and their country, though, the Americans 


kept talking of war. They taunted Eng- 


’ jand with threats of “ taking Canada ” 
' and prattled as artlessly as children of 


what tncy would do when the test of arnis 


- finally came. 


Action Called For. 
When in the very height of their com- 
_ mercial prosperity there came thre news 


* of a new and deadly blow struck by 
" Great Britain the country rang with in- 


dignant protest, and congress was flooded 
with petitions and memorials praying for 
action that would bring relief. Not a 
few ueed language of a very warlike tone. 
The men of old Salem reminded con- 
grees that they loved peace, “* but would 
not ehrink from war." New Haven told 
the national legislature that too high a 
price could be paid for peace. Virginia 
came forward with a pledge that “ what- 
ever force ’’’ might be necessary to secure 
a “just national redress” should re- 
ceive its full quota of and support 
from thet state. 
President Thomas Jefferson told con- 
gress the distressing story in his mes- 
. sage, and the house referred the matter 
‘to a committee headed by John Randolpb 
with instructions to find out in what way 
and te what extent our neutral rights had 
been violated and what legislation was 
necessary to defend them. 
Weeks pagsed and the commitiee did 


nothing. Then came some resolutions 
calling not for military activity to compel | 
redress but for the prohibition of im- 
portations from Great Britain, on ihe 
theory that by smashing our own trade 
we might damage that of England, and 
so induce it to ask us to be good aud 


More Threats About Canada. 


There was hot debate on those reso.a- 
tions, and through it all ran the talk of 
war with renewal of the threats to “* cap- 
ture Canada.’ This taking of Canada 
has been one of the favorite variations 
of our war talk game. There was plenty 
of talk and some futile effort in that 
direction during the war for independ- 
For years before the war of 1813 
actually opened the common amusement 
of the advocates of war was discussion 
of the ease and certainty with which 
Canada would be taken. It must make 
Englishmen laugh to read those threats 
and then compare them with whet oc- 
curred when the attempt was really 


” England well knows,” cried the pro- 
nonimportation resolu- 
, “that in the event of war Camada 
and Nova Scotia and some of its West 
India isiI®nds will be taken from it.” 

Then they argued that this biting off 
of our nose to spite our own face would 
“manly and dignified 
epirit,”” and would ‘‘ command the re- 
epect of all nations.” 

So the proposition went through, and op 
April 18, 1806, thirty-one years after the 
battle of Lexington, nonimportation of a 
jong list of English goods became the law 
of the United States. 

Just a week later the British man of 
war Leander, lying off Sandy Hook, fired 
on the American coasting sloop Richard 
as it was coming into New York harbor 
and killed John Pierce, the helmsman. 
The incident occurred within two miles 
of Sandy Hook light. 


Tumult Breaks Out. 


Then there was a tumult. There wee 
parades and public meetings, flags at half 
mast, erépe hat and arm bands, and a 
flood of resolutions charging the govern- 
‘ment with cowardice and demanding the 
building of seventy-four gun ships. The 
old cry of “ millions for defense but nota 
cent for tribute " was derisively changed 
to “ millions for tribute but not a cent for

After that President Jefferson issued a 
proclamation. He ordered the British 
ships Leander, Cambrian, 
forthwith to depart from American wa- 
ters and never to come back. But if they 
should come back he commanded tice 
American people not to furnish them with 
food or water and not to go near one of 
them. He commanded their captains per- 
sonally by name never to come into Amer- 
jfean waters again. 

The British wrist must have tingled 
from that slap. 

However, what could be expected fron 
a government that made no resistance to 
the impressment. of American citizens for 
service in a foreign navy! 
practice began the Americans did make a 
show of holding to the principle that the 
flag covered the man, but after a while 
that was abandoned, 
afford protection was limited to seamen 
who were American citizens. 

Under authority of congress the presi- 
dent appointed two agents to reside 
abroad and whose business it was to in- 
quire into cases of impressment.

Impudence of British. 


Meantime the British naval 
were behaving with unbelievable impu- 
dence in American waters. They practi- 
cally established a blockade of our coast 
from Maine to the Virginia capes. They 
stopped and searched vessels at will and 
impressed seamen with impunity. 

Within a year after Jefferson's fulmina~ 
tion against. the Leander, Cambrian, and 
Driver, the Driver sailed into Rebellion 
roads and anchored in front of Fort John- 
The commandant of the fort sent a 
message to the governor asking what ne 
. But the governor was incom 
municado, so the commandant stationed 
sentries on the wharves to prevent sup- 
plies from going out to the Driver and 
wrote the captain of the ship asking him 
please to go away and without shedding | 


and the attempt to 


The captain of the Driver bore the peace- 
ful name of Love. Now, he belied his name 
and replied that he would sail when he 
was ready and incidentally remarked that 
he would punish any insult to the British 
flag. Also he said that if water were nut 
furnished him he would take it by force. 
So he got the water and sailed away un- 
molested. His letter was forwarded to 
Washington and placed on file. 


Chase Vice President. 

In the summer of 1806 Vice President 
Clinton went for a sail on a revenue cut- 
ter down by the Virginia capes. An 
armed boat from. the British man-o’-war 
Melampus fired on the cutter and gave 
Mr. Clinton a hot race ‘o escape cap- 
ture. But it was six years after that 
when war was declared. 

The next year the American frigate 
Chesapeake sailed out of Chesapeake bay 
on-its way to Europe. 
‘British man-o’-war Leopard was 
It followed and spoke to the 
Americans, and notified Commodore Bar- 
ron of ita intention to search the Chesa- 
peake for deserters from the English 
naivy. When Barron replied that he 
had no such deserters on board, the Leop- 
and ranged alongside and opened fire. 

The Chesapeake was in no condition 
for battle. Some of its guns were not 
; its decks were littered with 
seile and cables, and it took twenty min- 
utes to get one gun ready for firing. That 
was the only American shot in the ac- 
tion, and when the frigate had been badly 
damaged, when three men had been killed 
and eighteen wounded, Barron hauled 


A British boarding party came on board 
at once, mustered the crew, selected four, 
and took ttem back to the Leopard, which 
made sail immediately, abandoning its 
prize, and returned to its anchorage in 
American waters inside the Virginia 


capes. 

The Chesapeake, with twenty-one shot. 
in the hull and its rigging largely shot 
away, with foremast and mainmast de- 
stroyed, and three feet of water in its 
nold, made its way slowly back to Hamp- 


Demand for War. 
Then what happened?

Boston held a meeting, attended by 
John Quincy Adams, who helped draw 
up the resolutions declaring “ that every 
Republican of Boston would, with life and 
fortune, support any measure, however 
strong, the government might deem 
best.’’ pee 

Jefferson, though, was the original 
watchful waiter. ¢ the present sec- 
retary of state, he was determined that 
the country should not get into war while 
he held office. So he issued another 
proclamation. 

Ignoring the way in which the Driver 
had defied his last one, he renewed 
his command that all British warehipe 
should instantly leave American waters, 
and declared our ports thereafter shut 
to such vessels. If they came any way, 
all citizens were commanded not to fur- 
nish them with supplies of any kind and 
not to holé any communication with 
them. 


Extra Session Refused. 
There was much demand for an extra 
session of congress, but Jefferson knew, 
that, if that body came together, it might 
declare war, 6o he refused to issue the 
call. He eased off the demand a little 
by requesting the governors of the differ- 
ent states to ‘‘ detach” their quotas of 
100,000 militia, and talked vaguely of a 
winter campaign against Canada. He 
also asked the governor of Virginia to 
call out sufficient militia to defend Nor- 
folk and the gunboats protecting Hamp- 
ton. . 
Having provided for militia to protect 
the gunboats, he stopped and made no 
provision for anything to protect the 
militia. 
Gunboats were Jefferson's hobby. He 
never had enough of them. They were 
considerably more beautiful than Chinese 
atinkpots, but hardly more effective 
against a resolute enemy. They mounted 
one gun, too small to be dangerous to the 
enemy and yet too large for the sailing 
qualities of the gunboats, which they ren- 
dered cranky amd unmanageable. Jef- 
fersdn liked to have them drawn up on 
the beach, protected from the weather 
by tarpaulin coverings, and guarded by 
a constable or two. 
Then Jefferson made his real effort. He 
sent a special instruction to James Mon- 
roe, our minister to England, and left 
him to wrestle with the problem of se- 
curing redress. 


Angry Talk Prevalent. 

Meantime the country buzzed with an- 
gry talk. The Federalists, who hated 
Jefferson, also were opposed to war, so 
they tried to lay the blame for the situa- 
tion on Jefferson, but at the same time to 
devise a way out without fighting. Mc- 
Master quotes one of their pamphlets as 
saying: 
**We use not the language of despond- 
ency when we say that the crisis is alarm- 
ing. The enemy with his war train is 
on our coast. A philosopher is at the helm 
of state. The foe menaces. Yetour ports 
are unfortified and our harbors destitute 
of armed ships. 

* To recede from the the support of our 
rights is indelible dishonor. Our lives, 
our property are exposed in the one case; 
our reputation for spirit and !ndepend- 
ence in the other. What, in this emer- 
gency, shall we do?’ 

They answered that question by propos- 
ing to change the system of naturaliza- 
tiom, which they described as the parent of 


‘Dare we hazard a war?” they went 
““We have 3,000 soldiers to defend 
5,000 miles of frontier. Our tottering forts 
are more dangerous to their defenders 
than to their assailants. Our gunboats 
would not be formidable to a frigate run 
aground,” 
The advocates of war fell back on the 
old game of taking Canada. “ We can 
ruin her (E nd's) manufactures,” they 
said, “ starve ber colonies, take Canada 
and Nova Scotia, and make peace at Hali- 
fax. It is nothing short of treason to 
question the necessity or the expediency 
of war.” 

Laugh at Proclamation. 
The British did not think so. They 
simply laughed at Jefferson's proclama- 
tion. Their frigates sailed in and out as 
it pleased them. They even came into 
New York harbor, stopped one of Jeffer- 
gon’s gunboats that was getting some 
sailing exercise in the bay, and, inetead of 
taking the trouble to board it, compelled 
a midshipman to come.on board one of 
their ships to facilitate their inquiries. 

They landed officers in New York to ob- 

taim supplies; fired on pilot boats and 
revenue cutters, and generally did just 
what suited them. The only trouble they 
had was from the desertion of their own 
men. 
The war talk of those times is especially 
fnteresting. Now for its bearing on our 
present situation. It should be borne in 
mind that the words quoted' here were 
uttered five or six years before the war 
of 1812 actually began. 

They called attention forcibly to the fact 
of our unpreparedness. They pointedout 
that we had neither men nor material. Our 
fortifications were negligible and most 
of the effective ships of the navy had been 
gold. In the army~—what there was of it— 
there was neither system nor training, 
nor had it ambition. The generals were 
veterans of the revolution for the most 
part, and one of them had been closely in- 
volved in the transactions of Aaron Burr 
and his treasonable enterprise. 

Nevertheless, with all this well known 
and in a situation where every day 
brought war nearer to the point of abso- 
lute certainty, hardly a move was made 
by administration or congress to start the 
slightest preparation for the test of arma. 


Monroe’s Efforts Fail. 

Monroe's efforts at London failed com- 
pletely. In fact, instead of ameliorating 
its interference with American trade, 
Great Britain increased it. Napoleon an- 
swered with a new decree, more rigorous 
than ever, and our sea~borme commerce 
was threatened with total destructian. 

The great scheme of nonimportation 
of English goods had failed as a means 
of defenee against British aggression. 
We had vented our spite upon our own 
face and were the only sufferers. Now 
something else must be done. What 
should it be? 

Jefferson was ready. The trouble was 
that we had not damaged our own 
countenance sufficiently. We must lop 
off an ear or two, and perhaps a slice of 
cheek, as well as the nose, in order to 
bring England to its knees and compel 
it te beg forgiveness for the distress to 
which our features had been subjected. 
So he proposed anembargo. If our goods. 
our vessels, and our men were to be 
seized .by the rude and ruthiess British 
the moment they sailed from our harbors, 
why, let us keep them at home and so 


preserve them all. | 
Embargo Bill Passed. 

The house was debating a bill to fortify 
the ports and harbors when Jefferson's 


message 
stantly the fortification measure was 
dropped, the houee went into secret ses- | 


ston, and debate on the president’s prop- 
osition began. 

In the midst of it came a messenger 
from the senate with a bill providing for 
an embargo in his hand. The senate, 
even more subservient to the president 
in those days than now, had already 
acted on the message. For two days the 
house debated the senate bill in secret, 
and then passed it by a vote of nearly two 
to one. The next day Jefferson had 
signed it and the embargo wes in force: 

While Jefferson and his cabinet waited 
to see England humbied by this new de- 
flance, the merchants and mariners of 
the seacoast cities began to demonstrate 
® spirit of resistance againet their own 
law that they had never displayed against 
the outrages of the British, Along the 
northern border there began a greater 
movement toward Canada than ever was 
made in war. 

These traders did not propose to be 
deprived of their living and their profits 
by Jefferson's embargo. Despite all the 
efforts of the officials, and in the face of 
humerous succeeding acts increasing the 
restrictions and the penaities for viola- 
tion, the trade went merrily on. Vessels 
constantly evaded the vigilance of the 
port officers, anda steady stream of mer- 
chandise went over the northern border. 


England Sends Special Envoy. 

Meantime England made a biuff at 
seeking a peaceful settlement. It senta 
special envoy to Waghington, authorized 
to enter into negotiations with the Ameri- 
can government. But he was informed 
by one of the cabinet almost immediately 
upon his arrival that in any event, even 
if there were no reparation by England 
for the grievances complained of, thie 
country would not declare war, but would 
merely continue the embargo. 

After that. there was just as much 
chance of success as if one of Jefferson's 
gunboats had sailed up the Thames and 
declared its intention to blow London off 
the map. 

The Americans went on violating the 
embargo acts until things got to such a 
pass that Jefferson issued another procia- 
mation. This time he denounced his own 
people as “insurgents” and called on 
them to desist. But they paid no more 
attention than had the captains of the 
Britiesh frigates. 


Burden on Traffic. 

The embargo went into effect at the 
close of 1807. Within a year its support- 
ers had a it necessary to pass sevy- 
eral supplementary acts, under the dif- 
ferent provisions of which the regula- 
tions against exportation became so strin- 
gent as to lay a tremendous burden upon 
purely domestic traffic. All sorts of per- 
mits, licenses, clearances, and bonds were 
required, and each took time and often 
money to procure. 

The hand of the collector or his deputv 
was in every man's business. The truck- 
men along Long Island sound who sur- 
plied New York City with groceries spent 
a large part of their time seeking permi's 
and giving bonds that their produce 
would not go out of the country. 

In all the history of the United States 
there never has been such interferer *e 
with the business of its citizens as dur- 
ing the efforts of Thomas Jefferson to er- 
force the embargo. Jefferson practically 
blockaded the New England coast with 
warships, gunboats, and revenue cutters, 
and, in effect, undertook himself to deter- 
mine what foodstuffs should be moved 
and how and when and whence. ; 

The culmination was reached in the in- 
famous force act that received Jefferson’s 
approval in the closing weeks of his ad- 
ministration, This act made it a high 
miscemeanor to carry or seek tocarry any 
specie or merchandise out of the United 
States in any way whatsoever, or to load 
any specie or merchandise, whether of 
domestic or foreigr origin, upon any wa- 
ter craft until per.nission had been s&- 
cured from a collector. The law author- 
ized the president to hire, arm, and equip 
thirty vessels to enforce its provisions 
along the coast. 


Country Faces Disunion. 
This act brought the country to the 
verge of rebellionand disunion. Thelonz 
struggle had had a bitter effect upon the 


| American people, and the strong feelirg 
‘lof nationality which had greeted the in- 


stitution of the constitutional government. 
was now seriously impaired. Many influ- 
ential men in a wide section of the coun- 
try talked openly of dissolution. 

Memorials and petitions again flooded 
congress, but now they prayed for the re- 
peal of the embargo. Its moat rigorous 
enforcement had failed to shake Englan‘1 
in its disregard of the rights of Ameri- 
can commerce, and, whatever damuge 
and distress it had caused in Great 
Britain, it had produced infinitely more at 
home. Our ears and cheeks bad gone 
with the nose, and the full force. of ali 
the spite had been felt by our own face. 

It was time for something else, and Jef- 
ferson's supporters in congress came for- 
ward with the new suggestion. The, 
would supplant the embargo with nen- 
intercourse. Foreign trade should be re- 
vived with everybody except France aud 
England. With them there was to be A 
complete nonintercourse. 

Nothing could come from them to any 
American port. Nothing could go from 
any American port to any port in controi 
of either. That was to be the rule until 
England revoked its hated orders in coun- 
cil and France rescinded its infamous de- 
crees. 


Madison Becomes President. 

That was the situation when Thomas 
Jefferson left the presidency and James 
Madison entered upon it. The struggle 
for abatement of the British and French 
interference with our trade had continued 
for more than four years, with steady, 
unvarying disadvantage to the United 
States. 

Every move we made increased rather 
than diminished our discomfiture and our 
distress. Our diplomatic efforts at Lon- 
don and Paris had met only with an un- 
interrupted series of rebuffs. The answer 
of the British was refusal of our propo- 
sitions. The answer of Napoleon was that 
he had no respect for the rights of those 
who made no effort to enforce respect 
for them by others. When we compelled 
England to do us fustice he would follow 


suit. 
Provisions for War. 

Every week and every month of this 
continued struggle made more certain 
the ultimate resort to arms. Occasional- 
ly, by fits and starts, congress roused 
itself to the importance of making some 
provision for that contingency, and dur- 
ing the last two years of Jefferson's ad- 
ministration half a dozen laws were en- 
acted for that purpose. 

One appropriated $852,000 for the con- 
struction of 188 of Jefferson's favorite 
gunboats. Another appropriated $500,000 
for the purchase of arms, saltpeter, and 
sulphur. One supplied $1,000,000 for har- 
bor fortifications, and another authorized 
the president to notify the governors of 
the states to have 100,000 militia held in 
ee “to march at a moment’s no- 

Another of these occasional acts of Jef- 
ferson’s last term increased the regular

Stil) another empow- 
ered the president to sell arms to the 
states. 
‘Hopeful of Settlement. 

The new president soon became so hope- 
ful of the success of his diplomatic ef- 
forts for a settlement with Engiand that 
he ordered all the gunboats that had been 
made ready for service dragged upon the 
beach and notified the governors that the 
detached militia need no longer be held 
in readiness for service. 

It soon developed that his hopes were 
not well founded and before long he had 
come to an absolute break with the Brit- 
ish minister, Jackson, and had refused to 
have anything further to do with him. 

Congrese applauded the break and not!- 
fied Madison that it was ready to call 
out the whole force of the nation to main- 
tain the rights, honor, and interests of 
the United States. 

Then followed more legislation designed 
to relieve the situation ahd enacted in 
the hope that England and France might 
still be persuaded to withdraw their dis- 
astrous orders and decrees. It provided 
that if, by March 3, 1811, either Dngland 
or France had withdrawn the objection- 
able orders the president should proclaim 
that fact, and, if within three months the 
other power did not withdraw its orders 
nonintercourse should be enforced against 
ft. One section closed the ports of the 
United States to the armed vessels of 
France and England. 


Diplomatic Efforts Continue. 

This was almost the last act in the 
long series of congresefonal-efforts to 
obtain redress without war. First was 
the nonimportation act. Then came the 
embargo and the force act. Then the 
total nonintercourse ast, and now the 
combined threat and promise that was 
neither one thing nor the other. For an- 
other year the president continued his 
diplomatic efforts, but all the time the 
country was drifting slowly yet surely 
into war. 

When congress met on Nov. 4., 1811, the 
belief was general throughout the coun- 
try that the nation was at last to be made 
ready for war. The people in those days 
had much the same idea that many of 
them have now— that preparation for war 
is merely a matter of a little legislation. 
and that once the men and munitions are 
authorized a few days or weeks at most 
will complete the preparation, 

It was far nearer the truth then than 
now, for in those days of wooden shipsa 
forty-four gun frigrate could be built 
and sent to sea in the time it takes now 
to draw the plans for a battleship. But 
men were no more quickly trained and 
taught their duty in 1811 than in 1915, 
and under the circumstances then exist- 
ing they were much harder to enlist. 


Embargo Impoverishes Thousands, 
Despite the long seriés of outrages, the. 
country was in no frame of mind to give 
whole-hearted support to war. The dis- 
astrous embargo had seriously impaired 
the national solidarity. The people were 
poor and in distress and saw no prospect 
of relief. Thousands of families had been 
impoverished by the embargo. 

In New York City alone, in 1809, more 
than 1,300 men were imprisoned “ for no 
other crime than being ruined by the 
embargo.” In 1810, in the same city, 1,150 
men were thrown into prison for debts 
under $25. as 

The Federalists were bitterly opposed 
to war, but in every Republican district 
a great cry went up for resort to arms. 
Madison’s message was sent in the house 
to committees that were known to favor 


eee Henry clay was speaker, and he 


had selected them with care. In two 
weeks the committee on foreign relations 
submitted a report that breathed war 
in every line. 

“To wrongs so daring in character, 
and so disgraceful in their execution,” 
it said, “ the people of the United States 
can no longer be indifferent. We must 
tamely submit of boldly resist. Thetime 
has come when the national character, 
so long traduced by enemies at home and 
by enemies abroad, must be vindicated.” 


Favors Army Increase. 

The committee proposed that the ranks 
of the regular army be filled up by imme- 
diate recruitment; that an additional 
force of 10,000 regulars be raised to serve 
three years; that the president be autho~-. 
ized to accept the services of 50,000 volun- 


teers; that the president be autborized to 


order out such detachments of militia as 
the public interests required; that ali 
ships of the navy fit for service be put into 
commission at once, and that merchant- 
men be permitted to arm. , 

The debate on these resolutions deve:- 
oped an ignorance of the true condition of 
the nation’s war powers both astonishing 
and appalling. -With one accord those 
who advocated war admitted that we 
could not hope to contend with England 
at sea. But with equal unanimity they 


declared that we could easily defeat the 


British on land. 

“We cannot, indeed, cope with Eng- 
land’s navy,’ the spokesman for the com- 
mittee on fdreign relations said. “ Sheis 
mistress of the sea.”’ 

“* We can take from her Canada and the 
rich province to the eastward,” he added. 

“To contend with the navy of Great 
Britain is impossible,’’ said another. 

“ The new army is to take the Canadas,”’ 
was ‘the reason for its creation. 

Yet it was this despised and belittled 
navy that won glory in the war of 1812. 
and the vaunted army, with rare excep- 
tions, encountered only defeat and dis- 

Six Resolutions Adopted. 

The six resolutions were all adopted, 
and, following the procedure of the day, 
bills in aecordance with them were or- 
dered prepared. But while the bille were 
in course of preparation the senate acted. 
It passed a bill providing for 25,000 reg- 


ulars to serve for five years and pro- 


posed to divide them into regiments of 
2,000 men each, and, whether the ranks 
were drilled or not, commission and pay 
the full complement of officers. After a 
sharp fight’ the house adopted it, and 
Madison signed it. This was the army 
that was to take Canada. 

The next bill provided for the 50,900 
volunteers, but it was so worded that 
it prevented their use beyond the bordcr, 
and such of them as were enlisted were 
of no service in the cherished attempt 
on Canada. 

The naval bill sills to repair and 
fit out all the warships owned by the na- 
tion, to build ten new frigates of thirty- 
eight guns each, to buy a stock of timber, 
and to build a drydock. Before it came 
to vote in the house the war enthusiasm 
had waned decidedly, and when it went 
through it was without the provision for 
new frigates and the drydock. 


Lose Control of House.

Dunne found it essential to get into the 
open for the mayor. He did this despite 
the fact some of his advisers urged him 


to stay out of the priniary fight and said 
that Mayor Harrison héd done nothing 
for the governor except to beat him for 
meyor four yeare ago. 


Sullivan Ready to Fight. 

The organization that was constructed 
in behalf of Roger C. Sullivan in his sena- 
torial campaign is alive to the Chicago 
situation, doing whatever is possible to 
help along the nomination of Sweitzer. 
The downstate Sullivan men are ready for 
a@ reopening of hostilities on Sullivan and 
anti-Sullivan lines, and are prepared to 
make a fight for the governorship, the 
congressional and legislative nomina- 
tions, and the control of the next Demo- 
cratic national convention delegation.

FOR MAYOR. 

Chicago’s experiences during the period devoted 
to the rhetoric of candidates for the office of mayor 
are merely a part of the fustian of ordinary Amer- 
jean political life. To get a simple bit of admin- 
istration half way decently done we endure the 
political band, the political poster, the political 
harangue, the political challenge, the political 
“you're this,” and the political “you're that,” and 
we muddle through the political four years subse- 
quent, thankful on the whole that it’s no worse. 

We have the period with us again, and all its 
concomitants are familiar. So also are most of the 
candidates. With relation to the probability of 
nomination four who wish to be mayor are impor 
tant. They are Carter H. Harrison and Robert 
Sweitzer, candidates for the Democratic nomination, 
_ and William Hale Thompson and Judge Harry Ol- 
son, candidates for the Republican nomination. 

Any entertainable possibility sees two of them 
running against each other in the subsequent elec- 
tion and one of them thereafter serving as mayor. 
- Mr. Harrison is trying for his sixth term. He is 
a latitudinarian. In his political theories “ ver- 
boten.” is an abhorrent word. The traffic cop and 
the park policeman are the only individuals who 
successfully command it in our municipal experi- 
ence. | | 

_Mr. Harrison’s conception of the complete mayor 
is to sit with his feet on his derek and think of 
things he knows he will not do and to explain 
things he knows he has not done. 

He is the best proposer and the worst disposer 
who ever sat in public office in America. He is 
not intellectually inactive, but hig devotion to “let 
it alone” is superb. In an American city that fre- 
quently serves effective politics and poor public pur- 
pose. We seem to want principairy to be let alone 
and the devil take us—if he can. 

Mr. Harrison has been successful in recognizing 
this fact. Nevertheless we need rhetoric, and our 
Carter is as good a rhetorician as a Mexican. , 

If, a thousand years from now, a historian con- 
sidering Chicago as it was had nothing to go by 
but Mr. Harrison’s messages to the city council he 

would conclude that this city had been a hundred 
years ahead of its contemporaries and that Carter 


H. Harrison had been its mainspring. Then an/ 


archzologist would scratch his head wondering why 
he could not find proof of it.

WHY OUR ARMY IS COSTLY. 
When an American citizen wakes out of his 
habitual indifference to the subject of national de- 
fense his first question is likely to be: ‘‘ We are 
spending over @ hundred million a year in appro- 
priations for the war department. Why isn’t our 
defense efficient?” 

To citizens at this stage of thelr education on 
the subject of our dofenses there is a ‘striking 
though not complete answer in today’s TRrisune. 
It is a graphic answer, the railroad and military 
map of the United States, covering two pages. It 
is published with the permission of the war college. 

This map shows the distribution of our army 
posts on 2 system which necessarily involves almost 
maximum expense for upkeep and almost the mini- 
mum results in military efficiency. 
Our small mobile army of nineteen infantry regi- 
ments, ten cavalry, and five artillery are scattered— 
scattered is the word—over the continent in forty- 
nine posts. There is at present a concentration in 
Texas City, but that is temporary. : 
From the standpoint of strategic necessity, in 
normal times only about 35 per cent of the units 
of the mobile army are situated with respect to 
our strategic needs on the Mexican and Canadian 
boundaries, while 65 per cent are stationed at 
interior posts, mostly in the west, where the close 
of the Indian troubles left them without excuse for 
being. 
There are three great areas in the United States 
whence come most of our men, supplies, and war 
materials. These may be roughly designated as the 
east, middle west, and Pacific coast, Yet in the 
first there is only 131-3 per cent, in the second 
61-3 per cent, and in the third but 181-3 per cent 
of the mobile army. Thus, as Secretary of War 
Stimson pointed out to Congress in 1912, “men 
have to be enlisted in the populous areas and 
shipped to and from distant regions at great ex- 
pense; the larger part of the supplies for its sup- 
port have to be manufactured or purchased in and 
shipped from these same populous regions to the 
distant western stations over railroads whose 
freight rates, at least west of the Mississippi, are 
much higher than they ere in the northeastern 
populous sections of the country.” 3 

As for the effect on the military efficiency of 
the army, the result of this maldistribution is 
equally ineffective. It has been said that we have 
not an army but a constabulary. Modern war 
uses great bodies of men and it is necessary that 
there should be training in the handling of men 
in masses. Yet, except for the temporary concen- 
tration of a partial division in Texas, there are 
no posts where a brigade of any arm of the service, 
infantry, artillery, or cavalry, is assembled; there 


| are fifteen posts where units of a single arm as 


large as a regiment are stationed and can be drille’ 
together, thirty-two .posts where battalion units 
can be drilled together, and two posts where com- 
pany units can be drilled together. Furthermore, 
the ecatteration of these bodies of men is such aa 
to make the cost of assembling 
units for tactical training virtually p tive, 

Why has this wasteful and inefficient system been 
tolerated so many years? Because the selfish 
of communities and the political interest of con- 
gressmen have protected it, while public opinion 
at large was ignorant and indifferent. 

It is the duty of citizens to let themselves be 
heard in Washington on behalf of army reorganiza- 
tion and efficient naval and military defense.

on stammering that I know of is 

one recently written by Prof. C 

S. Bluemel of the University of 

Colorado. Of stammering by 
young children he says: 

“Much success has been achieved by 
a few stammering schools established 
especially for young children. We have 
already emphasized the fact that during 
childhood, when the secondary causes 
have not yet supervened, stammering 
usually yields readily to rational treat- 
ment. But it is not by any means neces- 
sary, and perhaps by no means desira- 
ble, that a young child be incarcerated 
in an institution... An intelligent mother 
can usually accomplish all that is possi- 
ble for a stammering child if, instead of 
supinely waiting for him to ‘ outgrow’ 
the difficulty, she will undertake to com- 
oat the impediment. 


~ 

“In the first place the child himself 
must be induced to strive for fluency 
in speech. He must be offered a sub- 
stantial and much coveted reward for 
ultimate victory, and must then be helped 
at every stage of the contest. 

“ He must be checked quietly and gent- 
ly each time that he stammers. He must 
be made to wait and refiect upon the 
words he is about to use—and to utter 
these words slowly and with composure. 
If he then speaks fluently he should be 
commended and encouraged and should 
be made to repeat the words in order that 
he may gain assurance, 

“ The child should be made to feel that. 
although it is not reprehensible to stam- 
mer, it is nevertheless highly commend- 
able to speak with fluency. He should 
never be laughed at, scolded, or pun- 
ished for his impediment; for, with such 
treatment, fear soon associates itself 
with speech. He should never be mim- 
icked, and for this reason and a hundred 
others should be kept from school till 
the impediment has been eliminated.

Starting out with an explanation of 
these facts as his task, he arrived at 
the conclusion that the trouble was with

Stammerers differ. There are lispers, 
stutterers, and other types of stammer- 
ers. In some the physical side of the im- 
pediment is prominent. Various habits of 
tongue, lips, facial muscles, and even of 
the body as a whole may be superim- 
posed on the speech habit in time. The 
etammerer may have been started off 
with a speech defect in which physical 
factors are prominent. 

Various modifications of habits, of 
thought, of demeanor, of temperament, 
develop as a result of speech defects. 
Therefore, when the cure of a stammerer 
is undertaken there should be careful 


study of the individual to determine his 


type and also his peculiarities, his physi-

The simplest, easiest of all propositions 
is the cure of stammering in young chil- 
dren. As indicated above, the problem 
then is #0 simple that it can be left to in- 
telligent mothers. A little knowledge 
combined with love, kindness, tact, and 
patience is all that is required. 

In fact,. without any education except 
the haphazard education of life, about 
three-fourths of the stammering children 
are cured of their infirmity. Somehow 
or other they stop. Bluemel thinks that 
patient, careful, intelligent mothers could 
cure nearly all of the remaining fourth. 

Next easiest of cure are the physical 
additions preseat in certain stammerers. 


The mind having failed to work properiy 


before, the stammerer expects it to work 


improperly this time. He tries to over- 


come his defect by unusual motions with 


his lips and tongue, thus producing . 


opinion of Blueme!l is that there must be 


a careful analysis of the mental processes 
of the stammerer and a carefully planned 
system of mental training founded on it. 
Training mental processes cannot be done 
inaday. The analysis must be done by 


the stammerer and a trained man of learn- 


ing, working together. The plan must 
be laid out by the man of science. The 
carrying out of the plan must be done 
by the stammerer himself, with occa- 
sional supervision by his mentor.

Bluemel says that, when the quacks 
are eliminated, there will remain two 


classes of persons treating stammerers— 
“ the good hearted and well meaning souls 


that know nothing about the malady and 
the ingenuous and more intelligent stu- 
dents of stammering as a deep and intri- 
Cate psychological problem. Men of the 


latter class are almost exclusively phyai- 


Clana, and the best of them undobutedly 
are found in the German empire. 

Bluemel began his study by a careful 
analysis of the speech of the stammerer. 
First he determined which sounds were 
difficult. Then he analyzed the physical 
effort made by the breathing apparatus, 
the larynx, the tongue, and the lips ip 
producing each of these sounds. Next 
he analyzed the mental and nervous fac- 
tors responsible for speech; and next, the 
relation of these to the words and sen- 
tences which serve as impediments in 
stammerers, 

Next he analyzed the social factors 
which have any relation to stammering, 
such as the age and sex of stammerers, 
station in life, the effecta of association, 
school, in social intercourse, the effect 
of ridicule, of the various emotions, of 
imitation, of embarrassment, timidity, 
fear, anger. 

With the results of these amalyses of 
stammerers and stammering before him, 
he began a study the world’s litera- 
ture on the sub In this study he re- 
viewed what had been written on stam- 
mering, stuttering. and speech defecta, 
and in addition whatever in literature, 
psychology, sociology, medicine, and nat- 
ural science was calculated to throw light 
on the subject. 

Having laid the foundation, he studied 
every important method of treating 
speech defects in use in Europe and Amer- 
ica. The resulta of studies are told 
in the two volumes,

It is unfortunate that the scientific 
study to be found in volume 1 is, proba- 
bly of necessity, so technical that the 
stammerer will not be able to understand 
it, unless he makes constant use of the 
glossary, and even then it will be difficult. 

In volume 1, Bluemel is the analytical 
scientist—calm, philosophical, unimpas- 
sioned, unemotional. In volume 2, a dif- 
ferent Bluemel comes to bat. He stillis 
analytical, learned, well informed, and 
keen, but now these qualities are made 
to sérve the purposes of a crusader, a 
satirist, an honest man sco ng the 
thieves and money changers the 
temple. 

He takes up the schools and methods 
of cure, group by group. First, he anal- 
yzes the method to show the underlying 
principles made use of. He found that 
the hundreds of methods fell into a few 
groups. 

He then investigated the history of the 
subject. He found that in methods for 
the cure of stammering there is nothin 
new under the sun. Some part of it goes 
back 1,000 years. Much of it originated 
with Erasmus Darwin, the grandfather 
of Charles Darwin, and every important 
detail was in use at least 100 years ago. 
Systems advertised as having been re- 
vealed by God he proves to have been 
stolen outright. 

Finally he dissects the business methods 
of theetammering schools, showing them 
to be as bad as the advertiaing doctors 
in their palmy days. As we get a fair 
number of letters relative to advertised 
methods, we shall quote somewhat liber- 
ally from Bluemel. ;

Heinvestigated carefully and found tha 
the schools cured about 5 per cent of 
their pupils. There is nothing remark- 
able in this. Seventy-five per cent of 
the children who stammer get well with- 
out treatment. Of course, stammering 
schools do not get many of this group. 
The percentage of cures without treat- 
ment among those of the age and sta- 
tion who patronize these schools is al- 
most as great as among the students. 
What the best of the schools do is to 
cure the physical additions which develop 


in stammerers. This helps, but it does 


not constitute a cure, 

Speaking generally of the systems he 
says: ‘‘ Many of thém are entirely devoid 
of merit; they have been recorded (in this 
study) merely because they are the gold 
bricks that are daily sold to stammerers 
by an infamous fraternity of ‘ speech 
specialists." ... Progress is ham- 


pered by the charlatans who rob the 


stammerer and bring everybody and 
everything connected with the treatment 
or investigation of stammering into dis- 
repute.”

“The great secret " guarded by speech 
specialists ie the fact that the stammerer 
is being bunkoed. 

“ The charges are exorbitant: but these 
frock coated frauds operate chiefly among 


..the ‘ superior’ classes. Of recent years 


a few cheaper schools have come into ex- 
istence. They are apparently no worse 
than the ‘ superior’ institutions.” 

“The writer has never known of » 
worthless institution that was not recom. 
mended by a body of. bishops, colonels, 
mayors, postmasters, doctors, and men 
that are usually credited with intelli- 
gence. The clergy are inveterate recom- 
menders. In America recommendations 
from mayors, former mayors, and mer 
chants often are obtained through com- 
mercial associations, boosters’ clubs, and 
organizations for mutual support among 
rotten concerns that cannot exist on 
merit.

OR years there had been mutterings in Europe, now 
rising to loud thunder in one country,’ to sharp flashes 
of lightning in another. But war had been so long 
threatened that most of us felt it was impossible. No 
country would dare fo say the word, Then, after a few 
days of frantic “diplomatic exchanges” which in the 
cold light. of afterwards betray the perturbations of 
small men over meeting risks they had long invited, the 
impossible came. The thing was done. With one mighty 
flash all Europe was at war. The torch had been set to 
the stubble field so long prepared for the confiagration. 

There was “‘the call to the colors” in the European 
countries. The armies “ mobilized,” from Siberia to Brit- 
tany. The soldiers came from the farms and the work- 
shops, from remote provinces and large cities. They 
were not raw boys, or city retuse, but the best blood in 
the several countries, the youth and the young man- 
ood from 20 to 40 years of age-—the very bone and sinew of the peoples. 
They Were not idlers and wasters, “soft tango friends”’—at least 99 per cent 
of them were not. They were workers—large, strong men with hard, tough 
iodies. Hach one came “to the colors” in response to the call to “defend 
the fatherland from its enemies.”

Why, of course, to “defend the fatherland,’ which, as a child of the state,

hese millions of strong men had the vaguest notion of why they were giving 
yp their usual occupations to go to war to defend the fatherland. It is enough 
for them that the war is in “defense of the fatherland,” as they have been 80 
srefully and explicitly told, many times, by kaiser, or czar, or emperor. It is 
ough that the summons has come. ‘This is the little man’s social creed, his 
mligion—to fight for the state. It is patriotism. And what is higher than 
the call of patriotism? “They” say that the war must be, in order ‘to pro- 
tect the fatherland, and, of course, “they” know what is wisest and best 
pnd necessary both for the fatherland and for all its sons. “They” say that 
the czar, with his dirty Slavs, is preparing to swallow up the fatherland. 
“They” say that the kaiser means to invade the holy domains of the little 
father.

' But who are “they”? To the simple conscript, “they” are the nearest 
‘military authorities; to the less simple minded, “they” are the Kaiser, or czar, 
‘or emperor, and his advisers, who live in Berlin, or Petrograd, or Vienna. To 
ithe sophisticated, who read the newspapers, “they” are the political party 
ithat happens to be in control of the government at the time; and to the few 
iwho think, “they”’-are always that small minority of any nation which molds 
public opinion,” which usually the largest property. interests, which has 
‘inherited money or made it and has social “ position,” which “counts for 
‘something in the state—the aristocracy, the upper classes, the well-to-do, 
the educated—-whatever you have a mind to call them. “They” are always 
a very small numerical minority in any country—there is never much room at 
the top but they hold the reins. Cynics and readers of history maintain that 
“they” will always hold the reins and drive, or govern, or lead—whichever 
tyou prefer. “They” have the best brains, and so “they” discover and circu- 
flate the best ideas, those ideas that prevail. “They” make the investments, 
the policies, and, so far as they can, the laws in every country. In short, 
“they” compose that small, ambitious, thinking, planning, scheming element 
that in the process of social evolution always rises to the top. 
| Are “they” the wisest leaders in every country? “They” are the clev- 
erest, the “ brainiest,” the most skillful, and the most self-interested in every 
group. “They” have had the benefit of superior education, often of inherited 
wealth, almost always of exclusive concentration on themselves of all their 
abilities. But are “they” really wiser in the big things of life and death 
than the millions of little men who flock to the colors? It is at least open 
to doubt. And are “they” right in thinking that the fatherland must fight 
(0 preserve itself as “they” tell the common soldiers? That is a very open 
question. How can so many different fatherlands need this same war to pre- 
serve all of them at the same time? There must be a mistake in somebody’s 
reasoning. To disinterested observers like ourselves, in a far off country, there 
is no doubt at all that the kaiser’s “they” and the czar’s “they” and Emperor 
Franz Josef's “ they" made a very big mistake indeed when they told all their 
millions of soldiers that their fatherlands needed their lives in their defense. 
What they should have said, to be strictly honest, was: “ We think this is a 
g00d gamble just now, and, anyway, we are ready to make the gamble, and 
think we shall get something out of it if we play hard enough.” Certainly a 
game where all but one are sure to lose—and all will lose in any real sense! 
~~ 

But do “they” delude themselves? Are “they” sincere in thinking and 
telling all the little millfons that the fatherland is in danger and needs them? 
Some of them, no doubt, are completely sincere. They have convinced them- 
ives that if they do not make an “aggressive defense” the fatherland will 
wdoubtedly get licked. Many more of them are sincere in thinking that 
“they” will gét something out of the fight—that is, “the fatherland” will— 
and “they” represent the fatherland’s best interests. For “they” include all 
the officers of the armies, who may get promotion; the gun makers, like the 
Krupps, who will sell enormous quantities of armament; the big merchants, 
who need foreign markets; the big financiers, who would like bigger financial 
felds to harvest; and the editors and writers, who will swell when their coun- 
ty swells—in a word, all the property classes, the privileged ones on top, 
these who have had their places in the sun reserved for them, who can indulge 
fa large ambitions. Possibly “they” are right; they usually know their own 
best interest. That is why they are “they.” 

But “they” do not pay the sacrifice of blood and life for their wars. Only 
& few, a very, very few, of them really pay anything toward the game, in pro- 
portion to what they get out of it, if successful. Of course, their sons, too, 
'g> to the colors, usually as officers; but there are far fewer of these sons and 
busbands and fathers than of the little millions. Of course, “they” have to 
pay their heavy war taxes, like everybody else, but one of the cleverest things 
' “they” have learned is how to escape the brunt of taxes, how to shift taxes 
in ingenious, indirect ways onto the backs of all the little people, where each 
back is so small but the total so immense. |

English army officer describing life 
in the trenches was originally print- 
ed in the London Daily Mail: 


F all things I hate the long march 
into trenches. One is loaded with 
all kinds of things; my Mttle load 
was augmented by a greatcoat and 
raincoat, and it's curious how they 

gain in weight after a few miles. We 
pushed along a road, and to my horror 1 
saw a Taube scouting overhead, and a 
few minutes later bang went a round of 
shrapnel—well over ua, thank goodness. 

We all thought we were in for it, but it 
was meant for our guns, which were very 
industriously warming up the gentle 
“ Allemander.” <A few minutes after we 
came across a motor aeroplane gun which 
was making things hot for the Taube. It 
soon cleared off, and we had hot tea for 
the whole battalion before going into 
trenches. 

We got in at dark and plowed our way 
through the same old mud. Now and 
against a little variety wae caused by 
falling into “ Johnson ” holes full of wa- 
ter. This is amusing when some one else 
falls in, but rather trying to the temper 
when you suddenly find yourself up to the 
chin in water. When one arrives in 
trenches one becomes at once a crose be- 
tween a navvy and a farm laborer, and 
we dig till we are too tired to go on, and 
then we continue digging by way of a 
change, for we run no riske through hev- 
ing bad head cover which the wily sniper 
could get a bullet through. . 

Work at night is in a way a blessing 
in disguise, for it helps the time to pass; 
it’s the waiting, waiting, which wears your 
nerves, and I am always giad to trot about 
and see sentries and listening poste, for 
it’s a break in themonotony. That night 
there was a keen frost—eo keen that 
places where one went knee deep in mud 
at 7 in the evening would bear your 
weight easily at 6 in the morning. 

But it’s rather unpleasant feeling your 
wet socks and boots freege, though life 
is made up out of minor worries like thie

With daylight come the shelis. It’s 
marvelous how callous one becomes. I 
heard one—a new type, which goes “Whiz, 
Bang ”™ in one breath—which we have 
named “ Whistling Rufus.” I leaped 
lightly—i. e. crawled backwards out of 
my dug-out to see where it was, and 
found it a good fifty yards away, so re- 
turned and slept. — 

Just behind me was a pond with a few 
defunct animale in it. When a shell 
plumped well into it the “ niff ” reminded 
me of the tale of Private Pagett—you re- 
member the boat which bombarded a long 
defunct whale. Two more days and we 
were relieved for three days in reserve. 
Then came another spell of trenches— 
game old aud—same old rain—everything 
the same. In the morning we had quitea 
lot of “‘ Jack Johnsons” all about us; in 
fact every day they gave us two distinct 
bombardments from 10:80 to 12 noon and 
from 1:30 to 8:30 p. m. | 
One felt awfully annoyed if they started, 


‘gay, at 10 in the morning: it didn’t seem 


to be playing the game somehow. We 
got a warm time, but in three days my 
company only lost five men, and they 
were hit-by sheer bad luck. On the sec- 
ond day our guns retaliated. and we did 
not hear quite so much of Mr. Johnson, 
while on the third he evidently gave us 
up in disgust, or else concluded our gun- 
ners were a little too efficient to be com- 
fortable.

i Rufus kept up for a long 
Wade pce ea cares for little shelle when 
one has had the big ones? Now, a curious 
thing, which seems hardly credible—one 
can actually see the big shells as they 
drop. They look for all the world like a 
cricket ball coming through the air. Per- 
sonally what I dislike ebout them is the 
bang. One learns to be stoical under the 
prospect of being hit, but I do detest the 
noise and the earth jolting under one’s 
feet from the concussion. Their effect is 
purely local, and one can burst twenty 
yards away and leave you untouched ; in 
fact, half that distance is safe. 

Now, a little exploit of the Worcesters 
ig well worth relating. Twenty of them 
went out under & subaltern, bayonetted 
two German sentries, clubbed their officer 
with a butt, blew up the remainder in 
their trench, then coyly withdrew, not 
having lost anything worth talking about. 
I do wish I had been that subaltern. You 
may be sure, too, no German ie going to 
climb into my trench and smash my head 
with hie butt while I'm asleep. I feel 
very sorry for the little lot who try it on; 
they will be surprised. 

Our turn for a rest came along in due 
course, and we crept—one could not call 
it marching—along en interminable road 
in nice heavy rain; but who cares for rain 
when one has done one’s job of work in 
the trenches and is off for a rest. Ite 
surprising how quickly our fellowes pick 
up. At109. m. we were limping dot-and- 
carry-one towards our billets, smothered 
in mud, and the same men were playing 
very vigorous football at 11 the next 
morning, a@ if there was not a gun ora 
sniper within a hundred miles or more. 

Now we are refitting with new boots 
and underclothing, ready for our next 
spell of duty. One excellent thing is we 
‘can all have hot baths whenever we rest, 
and clean clothes, 1¢ makes things nvuch 
better for the men. 

The only things we can really grumble 
about are our boots and the rain. I don't 
know if the bad state of the former is 
caused by the latter. Personally [ve 
worn one patr only since Novernber, and 
they are still quite fit, in fact they are as 
good as when I got them.

li our fellows hadn't even an idea there were any expected. 
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Bert Hall, whe wrote the article printed herewith by the courtesy 
of the New York Times, is an American and has had experience both as 
@ racing automobile driver and an airman. At the beginning of the 
war he joined the French foreign legion, but has recently been trans- 
ferred to the French aviation corps. 


By BERT HALL. 


HERE was no hands-across-the-sea Lafayette stuff about us Americans 
who joined the foreign legion in Paris when the war broke out. We 
just wanted to get right close and see some of the fun, and we didn’t 
mind taking a few risks, as most of us had led a pretty rough sort of 
life as long as we could remember. For my part, auto racing—includ- 

ing one peach of a smashup in a famous race—followed by three years of 
fiying, had taken the edge off my capacity for thrills, but I thought I'd get a 
new line of excitement with the legion in a big war, and I reckon most of the. 
other boys. had much the same idea. 

We got a little excitement, though not much, but as for fun—well, if I 
had to go through it again I'd sooner attend my own funeral. As a sporting 
Proposition this war game is overrated. Altogether I spent nearly three 
months in the trenches near Craonne, and, believe me, I was mighty glad 
when they transferred me (with Thaw and Bach, two other Americans who've 
done some flying) to the aviation corps, for all they wouldn't take us when 
we volunteered at the start because we weren't Frenchmen, and have only done 
80 now because they've lost such a lot of their own men, which isn't a very 
encouraging reason, ' 

Well, we reached the firing line on Oct. 4, after marching up from 
Toulouse, where they'd moved us from Rouen to finish our training. We 
went down there in a cattle truck at the end of August in a hurry, as they 
expected the Germans any minute; the journey took sixty hours instead of 
ten, and was frightfully hot. That was our first experience of what service 
in the foreign legion really meant—just the sordidest, uncomfortablest road 
to glory ever trodden by American adventurers. 

After we'd been at Toulouse about a month they incorporated about two 
hundred of us recruits, thirty Americans and the rest mostly Britishers, all 
of whom had seen some sort of service before in the Second regiment etranger, 
which had just come over from Africa on its way to the front. They put us 
all together in one company, which was something to be thankful for, as I'd 
hate to leave a cur dog among some of the old timers—you never saw such a 
lot of scoundrels. I'll bet a hundred dollars they have specimens of every 
sort of criminal in Europe, and, what's more, lots of them spoke German, 
though they claimed to have left 1,700 of the rea] Dutchies behind In Africa. 
Can you beat it? Going out to fight for France against the kaiser among a 
lot of guys that looked and talked like a turn verein at St. Louis! 
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Why, one daMgT haw and I captured a Dutchie in a/wood where we were 
hunting squirrel—as a necessary addition to our digt-—-and, believe me, when 
we brought him into camp he must have thought Tle was at home, for they 
all began jabbering German to him as friendly as possible, and every one was 
quite sad when he went off in a train with a lot of other prisoners bound for 
s0me fortress in the west of France. 
At the end of the fifth day we got our first sample of war—dquite sud- 
denly, without any warning, as we didn’t know we were near the firing line. 
We had just entered a devastated yillage when there came a shrill whistling 
noise like when white hot iron is plunged into cold water, then a terrific bang 
eas a shell burst about thirty yards in front of our columns, making a hole in 
the road about five feet deep and ten in diameter and sending a hail of shrapnel 
in all directions. One big splinter hit a man in the second rank and took his 
head off—I think he was a Norwegian; anyway, that was our first casualty. 
No one else was injured. 

Next day we set off before dawn, having received orders to take our place 
in the trenches about eight miles away. It soon got light, and after marching 
about half an hour we were unlucky enough to be seen by a German aero- 
plane, which signaled us to their batteries. The first shell burst near, the 
second nearer, the third right among us, killing nearly a dozen old timers, and 
we were forced to break ranks and take cover until nightfall, as they'd got 
the range and it would have been suicide to try and go on. Pretty good shoot- 
ing, that, at five or six miles distance. : 

The French talk a lot about their artillery, but, believe me, the Dutchies 
are mighty fine gunners, especially with their cannon, even the very biggest. 

Among the recruits who joined us at Paris there were two young fellows 
from Corsica—the Corsican brothers we called them, as they always stuck to- 
gether—who said they belonged to the Corsican militia, but preferred to vol- 
unteen, as they wanted to see some fighting right away. Besides French they 
spoke English fluently, and used to jabber away together in some local patois. 
They were both very smart soldiers and were soon promoted corporals and 
got along fine. Every one liked them and they stood very well with the 
officers as well. After we had been in the trenches about ten days these two 
chaps disappeared one wet night and left behind a note for the colonel, which 
I was lucky enough to see. It ran something like this: | 
“Most Honored Sir: : ; 

“Though we have spent a most agreeable time in your regiment—of which 
we have a good opinion, although the discipline is sometimes rather more lax 
than we are accustomed to—we feel that the moment has come for us to join 
our friends, which we were unable to do at the mobilization, whén we naturally 
preferred the foreign legion to a concentration camp. . 

“We will give a good account of you to our friends and hope to have the 
pleasure of meeting you again before long. ‘ 

“Otto X——, Ober Lieutenant, Potsdam Guards. 
“HERMANN Y , Lieutenant, Potsdam Guards.” 

Wouldn't that faze you? The colonel nearly blew up. | 

At nightfall we resumed our march by separate companies. Our captain 
¢cidn’t know the country, so of course we got lost. It was raining heavily and 
the mud was frequently knee deep. Add to that incessant tumbles into num- 
berless shell holes full of water and you will realize that we were a pretty 
sad procession that finally at 3 a. m. scrambled into the stinking ditch where 
we were to spend the greater part of the next three months. : 

During the week's duty it was impossible to wash or take off one’s clothes, 
and we quickly got into a horrible condition of ‘filth. To begin with, there 
was a cake of mud from head to foot about half an inch thick. but what was 
worse was the vermin which infested our clothes almost immediately and were 
practically impossible to get rid off. They nearly broke the heart of Lieut. 
Bloch. He had a wonderful crop of bright red whiskers, of which he was as 
proud as a kitten with its first mouse, because he thought they gave him a 
really warlike appearance, and he was always combing them and squinting 
at them in a little pocket mirror. One day the lice got into these whiskers 
and fairly gave him hades. He bore it for a week, scratchigg away at his 
chin unti] he was tearing out chunks of hair by the roots, but at last he 
could stand no more and had to have the whole lot shaved off. He wmrs the 
saddest thing you ever saw after that, with a little chinless face like a pink 
rabbit, and was so ashamed he hardly dared show himself in daylight. 
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Mud and vermin were only minor worries really; our proper serious trou- 
bles were cold and hunger. It’s pretty cool in the middle of France toward 
the end of November, and for some reason—I guess because they were such 
a lot of infernal thieves at our depot—we never got any of the clothes and 
warm wraps sent up from Paris for us. It was just throwing money away 
to try it. My wife mailed me three or four lots of woolen sweaters and 
underclothes, but I never received a single thing; and the rest of the boys 
had much the same experience. 

That was bad, but the hunger was something flerce. The foreign legion 
is not particularly well fed at any time—coffee and dry bread for breakfast, 
soup with lumps of meat in it for luncheon, with rice to follow, and the 
same, plus coffee, for dinner, and not too much of anything, either. But in 
our case all the grub had to be brought in buckets from the relief post four 
miles away by squads leaving the trenches at 8 a. m. 10 a. m., and & p. m.; 
and a tough job it was, what with the darkness and the mud and the shell 
holes and the German cannonade, to say nothing of occasional snipers taking 
pot shots at you with rifles. I got one bullet once right between my legs 
which drilled a hole in the next bucket In line and wasted all our coffee. 

We took no prisoners at all; in fact, none of them got near enough, and 
our colonel didn’t think it worth while risking a countercharge. To tell the 
truth, we hardly took any prisoners any time except here and there an occa- 
sional straggler. I've heard stories about the Dutchies surrendering easily, 
but that’s all bunk. I used to think that one Irishman could lick seventeen 
Dutchmen, but, believe me, when they get that old uniform on they are a 
very different proposition. On one occasion a company of the legion sur- 
rounded a lieutenant and eleven men. They called on them,to surrender, but 
not a bit of it. They held out all day and fought to the last gasp. At last 
only the lieutenant and one soldier were left alive, both woundec. Again they 
refused to give in, and they had to kill the lNeutenant before the last survivor 
finally threw down his rifle and let them carry him off. I heard he died on 
the way to the station, and I'm mighty sorry. 

One remarkable thing about the prisoners we did get was their exceedingly 
thorough knowledge of everything going on, not only of the war in general 
but of all that was taking place back of our trenches. Their spy system is 
something marvelous. Why, they knew the exact date our reinforcements 
were coming on one occasion nearly a week beforehand, when the majority of 


In some cases they got information from French villagers whom they 
had bought before they retreated. I saw one such case myself. We were 
bivovacked in a ruined village, and a lot of us were sleeping in and around a 
cottage that hadn't been damaged. We were downstairs, while the owner of 
the cottage and his wife and kid had the upstairs reom. One of our boys 
happened to go outside in the night and, by jingo, he saw the fellow coolly 
signaling with a lamp behind his curtain. He went along and told the captain, 
who was at the schoolhouse, and they came back with a couple of under 
officers and arrested them redhanded. He tried te hide under the bed and 
howled for mercy when they pulled him out. His wife never turned a hairi 
the sergeant told me she looked as if she was glad he'd been caught. They 
shot him there and then in his own yard, and his wife was around in the 
morning just as if nothing had happened, : :

PROTEST PAY CUT 
OF MAIL CLERKS 


TO CONGRESSMEN 


Says Reduction Is_ 
“Confiscatory.” 


A’ protest against the proposed reduc- 
tion in’ the salary schedules for railway 
postal clerks, which, in some casés, will 
amount to 11 per cent, has been mailed 
to every member of congress by the mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Postal Clerks. The onganization asserts 
the proposed reduction virtually to bea 
confiscatory wartax. The letter is signed 
by Urban A, Walters, secretary of the or- 
ganization. 


Here Is the Letter. 

The letter, in part, follows: 

“Has anybody suggested an increase 
in the income tax rates of millionaires 
commensurate with even the peace time 
rates in Europe? And now, while the 
price of bread is soaring, has there even 
been a suggestion in congress to placea 
tax on marginal deals in wheat and other 
grains, and on speculative marginal} stock 
market operations? No. 

** On behalf of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Postal Clerks, I desire to enter an 
emphatic protest against biennial promo- 
tion proposal in the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill, which amounts in effect to the 
imposition of a war tax ranging from 6 
to 11 per cent on the salaries of clerks 
in the railway mail service. 


Tax More than 11 Per Cent. 

*“ The men who entered the service at the 
low rate of $800 and who, due to the pres- 
ent construction placed on the reclassifi- 
cation act for the railway mail service, 
have been obliged to serve nearly two 
years at that rate of compensation, and 
who will now, if this measure is enacted, 
suffer the loss of the promotion of $100 
due during the next fiscal year are actual- 
ly being taxed in excess of 11 per cent. 

**In the light of the income tax law 
which taxes a married man’s income at 
the low rate of 1 per cent, after that in- 
come reaches a figure of $4,000 per year, 
and when it is considered that that rate of 
taxation remains at 1 per cent until the 
income reaches $20,000 per year, and is 
fixed at only 2 per cent on incomes rang- 
ing from $20,000 to $50,000, are we not fully 
justified in saying that this proposal to 
pounce upon the $900 income of a railway 
postal clerk to the tune of 11 per cent is 
absolutely confiscatory ? 


Disparity of Incomes. 

“ The man with an income of from $20,000 
to $50,000 pays a 2 per cent income tax, 
which in no wise affects his enjoyment 
of the comforts and luxuries of life. The 
low paid postal clerk, it is proposed, shall 
sacrifice 11 per cent of his total income

outlining your stand on the question.’’

Chapman is @ British-American boy. 
He started to grammar school on the west 
side when he was 6 years old, attending 
John Marshell. His desire to lick the 
other kids in school asserted itself early, 
for when at John Marshall the principal 
admoniashed him because he spent too 
much of his time fighting. Willard does 
not claim that he won all these after 
school scraps, but he says he licked more 
boys than licked him, which is someaver- 


age. 

At present Willard, who lives at 615 
Ashland boulevard, is attending the 
Brookes school, a private institution. He 
no lenger mingles in battles with school- 
boys, for aince he joined the class at.

He 
had, in fact, such a fine reputation 
around Boston as ball player in 1879 
that Harry Wright, then manager of the 
Cincinnati Reds, offered him a salary of 
| $1,300 for the season, which was de® 
clined. 

It was at about this time that Sullivan 
began boxing. Out of his boxing and 
baseball exhibitions he was cleaning up 
$100 a week, so he could afford to decline 
Wright's offer, considered a princely one 
at that time.

To preserve them in their 
freshness and color Miss Storey has given 
them two coats of varnish and has con- 
structed a glass case in which they now 
repose.

ANY cook books contain glossaries 


or dictionaries of French terms 
uged in cookery, but I have never 
geen one in which there was any 
attempt to give a pronunciation 
of these terms. Yet not infrequently lam 
eaked to give the commonest of these 
terms with their pronunciation. I will 
@ake an attempt below to give only the 
approximate sounds of some of these 
words, sounds by which the words would 
be recognised, although they would not 
in most cases sound as the natives would 
them. 

A ia Gh leh) or au (oh) or aux (oh).—

HERE are visible now in the even- 

ing sky four stars which may be 

- sed to set forth the great question 

of the universe. Is creation contin- 

uing or did it have not only a begine 

ning but from that beginning an ordained 

end, however immeasurable the reaches 
of time and space? 


* Jt once was the accepted fact that en- 


‘ergy could not be used without being ~ 
diminished. Consequently the use being 


‘constant, the diminution was constant 
and an end was the only conceivable con- 
clusion in theory. 

At some time, however, many hundred 
roillions of years.in the past, our sun had 


beginning as a star. Since that time its 


energy has been expended. Some time, 
however, many hundred millions of years 
in the future, its energy would be ex- 
pended. It would die, and thus with all 
stars and thus with all creation. . 


When it was discovered that creation 


followed the lines of an arc, it became | 


conceivable that the curve might be part 
of a circle. The ends may meet, andif 
it be established that they do, then in- 
finity is established. 
; OAS 

You may see in the sky four stars which 
reveal the direction of the curved line of 
creation. One is the familiar Polaris, or 
Pole star, to which the pointers in the 
Big Dipper will direct even the unfamiliar 
eyes. Another is Alnitam, the middle 
star im the girdle of Orion, the great 
constellation now settling towarde the 
west. Rigel, the great white sun of Orion, 
the star in the left foot of the figure, is 
another, and Aldebaran, the red bril- 
liant mear the Pleiades, ts the fourth. 


Aléebaran is a cooling and complicated 


* star. That is, its elements are numerous 


and arc lines of iron, calcium, and man- 
ganese are shown along with hydrogen, 
prote-calcium, proto-strontium, proto- 
iron, and proto-titanium. 

Rigel is less complicated in composition 
and hotter. It shows predominately hy-

drogen, proto-calcium, proto-magnesium, 
helium, and silicon. <As a star cools it 
reveals more more the composition 
that we find ip the earth. As it grows 
hot it becomes simple and with few ele- 
ments. 

Polaris ig a colder and more compli- 
cated sun than Rigel. Alnitam repre- 
sents the hottest type of stars we see in 
these latitudes.

‘The amicable relationship existing be- 
tween the mayor and the A. R. O. hasen- 
dured two years. It began when the 
A. R. O. set thelr stamp of approval op 
the mayor's comprehensive plan for the 


betterment of the city streets by expend- 


ing for their repair and maintenance the 
funds derived from the wheel tax. This 
was in 1918, but the wretched condition 
of certain pavements made it impossible 
to begin permanent improvement of the 
“through route” streets until last year, 

How well the plan of the mayor succeed- 
ed is shown by the A. R. O. report, parte 
of which are printed herewith: 


“Tn 1014 the bureau of streets began the 
extension of the through route policy to 
country roads leading to the city limits, 
and by means of the municipal asphalt 
plant and the portabie railroad plant pur- 
chased that year resurfaced outlying ma- 
cadam roads with asphaltic concrete as 
follows:

WILL NOLLE MURDER CASE 


Quincy Youth to Be Freed on 


Charge of Slaying Father—May 
Face Indictment for Matricide. 


Quincy, Ill., Feb. 20.—State’s Attorney 
Fred Wolfe of Adams county today an- 
nounced that next Monday morning he 
will nolle prosse the indictment against 
Ray Pfanschmidt, changing him with the 
murder of his father. 

*fanschmidt originally was indicted on 
four charges, for the murder of hig 
mother, sister, father, and Miss Emma 
Kaempen. He was convicted for the 
murder of his sister in Quincy, but the 
Supreme court reversed the cage. At 
Macomb, IlU., he was acquitted on this 
indictment. He was tried at Princeton 
on the charge of murdering Miss 
Kaempen, and om Thursday of this week 
was found not guilty. 

The indictment for the murder of the 
mother was nolle prossed shortly after 
it was returned. This leaves only the 
indictment for the murder of the father 
still outstanding. With the dismiseal of 


Bureau county on Monday, Pfanschmidt 
will be given his freedom, 

if new evidence is ever found he may 
still be rearrested at any time on the 
charge of the murder of his mother. 
Pfanschmidt has been in jail since Oct. 
9, 1912.
